AT LEAST 2,000 people massed on 
Bearsted Green on Monday in 
protest at plans for the Kent 
International Gateway 

The plan for a massive road - rail freight 
interchange off junction eight of the M20 in 
Hollingboume is due to be considered by 
Maidstone council’s planning committee 
tomorrow. 

Organisers of the demonstration, which 
included speeches and a walk to the proposed 
site, said it was being held to show the 
strength of local feeling against the plan. 

Among the marchers was Conservative MP 
for Faversham and Mid Kent Hugh Robertson. 

He said: “This proposed site is next to the 
North Downs and would totally min two of the 
most attractive villages in the area, Bearsted 
and Thumham. 

“In my view both places would face devasta¬ 
tion. This is the wrong place to put a rail and 
road interchange. It is in the middle of a 
motorway rather than at either end and that 
makes no sense.” 

Mr Robertson was cheered as he addressed 
the crowd on the village green and was fol¬ 
lowed by Paul Carter. 

The county council leader said: “We are 
opposed to this and have assembled a top team 
of people, including planners and barristers, to 
fight it.” 

Conservative county council candidate for 
Bearsted and Thumham Jenny Whittle then 
issued a challenge to Communities Minister

Baroness faces 
questions over 
second home 

A LEADING Labour peer is alleged to 
have claimed £100,000 in expenses by 
listing an empty flat in Maidstone as her 
main home. 

The Sunday Times this week reported 
that Baroness Uddin registered the two- 
bedroom flat in the county town as her 
main home, even though she lived a few 
miles away from Westminster in a house 
in Wapping, east London. 

Neighbours were quoted in the story - 
which was put together by the paper’s 
Insight team - as saying that nobody 
lived in the Maidstone flat and it was not 
even furnished. 

Angus Robertson MP, the leader of the 
Scottish National Party at Westminster, 
said he would now be asking both the 
police and the House of Lords authori¬ 
ties to investigate the allegations. 

Allegations 

Baroness Uddin, who became Britain’s 
first female Muslim peer in 1998, said in 
a solicitor’s statement: “I do not believe 
that I have done anything wrong or 
breached any House of Lords rules. 

“Should the relevant House of Lords 
authorities wish to investigate the mat¬ 
ter I will, of course, co-operate fully. The 
Wapping house is rented, while I own 
the property in Maidstone. 

“The Maidstone property is furnished 
and I strongly deny that I have never 
lived there. Indeed I have stayed there 
regularly since buying it.” 

Bom in Bangladesh, Manzila Pola 
Uddin came to the UK as a teenager and 
became a community worker and social 
services officer, while pursuing a political 
career that saw her rise to be deputy 
leader of Tower Hamlets council in the 
early 1990s. 


Gibb refuses 
to give up 
on pay-off 

A DISGRACED former NHS trust 
chief executive at the centre of a 
superbug scandal will explore 
other legal options after a High 
Court judge rejected her pay-off 
claim. 

Rose Gibb was in charge of the 
trust which runs Maidstone 
Hospital when two outbreaks of 
Clostridium difficile led to the 
death of at least 90 patients. 

She sued Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust for 
breach of contract after it refused 
to pay her the full £250,000 she 
had been offered to resign. 

Ms Gibb claimed she had been 
made a scapegoat over the scandal, 
but on Tuesday last week the judge 
at the High Court, Mr Justice 
Treacy, dismissed her claims and 
ordered her to pay costs, which for 
the trust alone are expected to be 
£90,000. 

Ms Gibb left the tmst days before 
a highly-critical Healthcare 
Commission report highlighted 
management failings leading to 
the superbug outbreaks. 

She was refused permission to 
appeal by the High Court judge, 
but has said she will now look at 
other legal avenues.

Showbiz life 
at heart of 
Paul's book 


PANTO director Paul Hendy, 
responsible for many of the coun¬ 
ty’s most successful shows, has 
raided his showbiz background to 
find material for his latest novel. 

Hendy’s celebrity pals have praised his sec¬ 
ond novel, Who Killed Simon Peters?, a black 
comedy whodunnit concerning the death of a 
back-stabbing celebrity. 

TV personality Christopher Biggins 
described it as a “hysterical, rip-roaring yam” 
while ex-EastEnder Shaun Williamson said it 
was “a laugh a page and then some”. 

The story concerns the title character’s rise 
from C-list obscurity to A-list superstardom, 
before Peters, described as “deluded, self- 
obsessed and with an ego the size of Coventry” 
is found dead in suspicious circumstances. 

Mr Hendy’s first book features the same 
character. He said: “My earlier work was Diary 
of a C- List Celeb. At the time I was working 
as a TV presenter and I drew on a lot of the 
experiences I heard about - not necessarily 
my own but those of others I met up with. 

“Now the character has clawed his way up to

the A list, but has upset so many people with 
his rampant ego that suspects are hardly thin 
on the ground when it comes to his death. 

“The story also looks at the way the whole 
celebrity culture has taken off. I mean look at 
Susan Boyle of Britain’s Got Talent. A few 
weeks ago no-one had heard of her. Now she is 
never out of the papers.” 

Former BBC Blue Peter presenter Peter 
Duncan added: “I had to read the book to make 
sure I got a mention - very funny though.” 

Other celebrities have jokingly complained 
they are not mentioned in Mr Hendy’s work. 

Singer and reality TV star Toyah Wilcox 
called the book “brilliantly funny”, but added: 
‘Why isn’t it about me? I think he should have 
called it Who killed Toyah Wilcox.” 

Mr Hendy, of Eastry, near Sandwich, has 
directed pantomimes at Canterbury’s Marlowe 
Theatre and Chatham’s Central Theatre. 

He has also hosted TV shows such as Don’t 
Try This At Home and Wheel of Fortune - 
which had run for 20 years until he took it 
over but it was cancelled after one series. 
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Swine flu fears caught on students' video 



MEDIA students made a YouTube video 
quizzing people on their knowledge of swine flu

Another student told the group filming that 
every student had been sent an email from uni¬ 
versity bosses warning them to stay at home if 
they suffered flu-like symptoms.

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100 years of 
history filed 
Isle's skies

A SPECTACULAR fly-past in the 
skies above the Isle of Sheppey 
marked the centenary of aviation 
in the Royal Navy which pur¬ 
chased its first airship in 1909. 

Large crowds took advantage of the sunny 
weather on Friday to watch the breath-tak¬ 
ing display put on by aircraft from the Fleet 
Air Arm. 

The anniversary was also commemorated 
at Eastchurch, where the first four Royal 
Navy pilots learned to fly in 1911. 

Commander Sue Eagles said: “The histori¬ 
cal importance of Eastchurch in the early 
development of Naval aviation is immense.” 

The fly-past included Harrier GR7 and 
GR9 jets, Hawk and Falcon aircraft, and a 
historic Sea Vixen. 

Cmdr Eagles said: “Not only were the first 
four Naval pilots trained at Eastchurch, but 
the first Naval aircraft were also built there. 

“Sheppey was the cradle of aviation in this 
country. The budding Naval aviators found 
themselves immersed in the wealth of pio¬ 
neering aeronautical technology and endeav¬ 
our being built up there.” 

In 1911, Eastchurch became the first Royal 
Naval Air Station. In January of the follow¬ 
ing year, one of the first four Navy pilots took 
a Shorts aircraft from Eastchurch to 
Sheemess, flying it from a rudimentary plat¬ 



form on the forward turret of a cruiser, HMS 
Africa, which was at anchor. 

This was the first time an aircraft had 
taken-off from a ship in Britain. 

In May, 1912, the same pilot and aircraft, 
Lt Charles Samson flying an S.38, took off 
from a similar platform on another cruiser, 
HMS Hibernia, while the ship made 15 
knots. 

The Short brothers moved to Rochester in 
1913, but the association with the Navy led 
to their development of seaplanes and, in 
turn, flying boats for which the company 
became famous. 

Aircraft designer Richard Fairey began his 
aviation industry career at Eastchurch in 
1911, initially with the Blair Atholl 
Syndicate and then Shorts in 1913, before 
setting up his own company in 1915. 

Iconic 

The Fairey Swordfish remains the iconic 
Navy aircraft by virtue of its achievements in 
the Second World War such as attacking 
German battleships despite its slow speed 
and light armament. 

The Sheppey links survive with Shorts’ 
last aircraft, the Tucano, serving currently as 
a pilot trainer for the Navy. 

With today’s Fleet Air Arm largely a 
rotary-winged force, its helicopters are prod¬ 
ucts of what is now the Agusta Westland 
Company. The first aircraft built by Westland 
were twelve Short 184 seaplanes for the 
Admiralty in 1915. 

Fly Navy 100 is the programme of events 
this year marking the Royal Navy’s aviation 
centenary, the service having placed a con¬ 
tract for its first airship in 1909. 

Friday’s events also saw a service at the 
Pioneer Memorial in Eastchurch which was 
attended by current and former serving 
members of the Fleet Air Arm, veterans, 
guests, and residents. 

Guest of honour was Admiral Sir Raymond 
Lygo KCB, Vice Chief of Naval Staff between 
1975 and 1978, who took the salute with 
Rear Admiral Simon Charlier, Chief of Staff 
Aviation and Rear Admiral Fleet Air Arm, as 
the fly-past soared overhead.

Get on the bus if 
you need some help 

A NEW bus service has been unveiled in 
Maidstone town centre - but instead of taking 
passengers it will be a public contact point for 
daytime and night-time assistance. 

The Urban Blue Bus, spearheaded by 
Maidstone Town Management, will promote 
safer socialising during the evening and act as 
a safety point for vulnerable people. 

It will offer immediate help to anyone at 
risk, medical attention and support, and aims 
to reduce drug and alcohol misuse, and related 
arrests, and reduce incidents of violence. 

The bus will also be used during the day by 
key agencies, including NHS stop smoking 
campaigns and youth outreach programmes. 

Police pledged their support to the new ini¬ 
tiative at last Wednesday’s launch at 
Cornwallis Academy in Linton. 

Chief Superintendent Alasdair Hope, area 
commander for Mid Kent Police, said: “This 
will make key services more accessible to the 
public.”

Scrap Hartford tolls and 

let people breathe easy

THE Dartford Crossing toll could 
be suspended after a report found 
pollution from queuing traffic may 
be sending people to an early 
grave. 

Councillors have called on the Government 
to act immediately after a Dartford council 
working group linked smog from queuing 
traffic to higher than average levels of lung 
and heart disease in the area. 

Council leader Jeremy Kite has demanded 
action from the Department for Transport 
after the report found life expectancy in 
Dartford was a full year lower than in other 
areas of Kent. 

He has now formally asked the 
Government to temporarily suspend the 
£1.50 peak time charge to see if free-flowing 
traffic reduces the level of dangerous fumes. 

“We are asking the Government to realise 
that at some point they will have to put peo¬ 
ple’s health before making money,” he said. 

“If people living next to a nuclear power sta¬ 
tion all fell ill it would be a national scandal, 
but for some reason the Government seems 
to think that because a road network is caus¬ 
ing our health problems it is something they 
can ignore. 

“For the people here it is a living nightmare. 
What we have seen is a series of appalling 
decisions that have increased congestion.” 

The Dartford Crossing is used by about 
150,000 vehicles a day. It is the fourth most 
congested stretch of road in the UK, making

it a pollution hotspot. 

Councillors formed a working group after 
NHS figures revealed there was a higher 
level of emergency hospital admissions for 
heart and lung problems - including child¬ 
hood asthma - in those routinely exposed to 
the choked-up crossing. 

The report said: ‘With the exception of 
Bean Interchange, all of the other air man¬ 
agement areas are in areas with higher con¬ 
centrations of health problems. 

“It is clear that while the actions taken by 
the borough council will mitigate some of the 
problems, the likely increase in traffic within 
the road system and crossing will continue to 
have a major effect.” 


A DoT spokesman said they were looking at 
changes to tolls but would not say whether a 
suspension was a possibility. 

He added: “Studies indicate that without 
any charge traffic levels would be even high¬ 
er, leading to even more congestion and seri¬ 
ously worsening pollution. 

“After publication of the Dartford Crossing 
capacity study [in April] we said we would 
carry out further work to consider whether 
improving the layout of the toll plazas or 
applying one-way tolling on the crossing 
could deliver improvements to the flow of 
traffic in the short term.”

The countdown 
to Invicta's new 
change of Heart 


COMMERICAL radio station Invicta FM has 
confirmed the date on which it will undergo 
the biggest change in its 25-year history. 

On June 22 it will ditch the Invicta name it 
has used since its inception in 1984 and 
become Heart. 

The name change, first revealed last year, is 
part of a strategy by Invicta’s owners to 
enhance its appeal to advertisers and link in 
with the national Heart network. 

Invicta chiefs say listeners will benefit from 
a boost in production standards and access to 
bigger stars than ever before. 

Critics, however, say the move continues to 
erode the station’s Kent roots and further put 
at risk programmes produced at Invicta’s stu¬ 
dios in Whitstable. 

While key shows, such as breakfast with 
James Heming and Gemma Shepherd and the 
drivetime slot with Neil Kefford will remain, 
much of the daytime and weekend schedules 
will be networked shows with the likes of for¬ 
mer Neighbours star Jason Donovan and TV 
presenter Toby Anstis. 

Quality 

Invicta FM managing director Neil Webster 
insists the move will only bring positives. 

He said: “We are delivering a high quality 
national product, but delivering it locally. 

“From the listeners’ point of view, they will 
get largely the same but lots more investment 
in things like on-air production - it will sound 
slicker - the music will be much the same as it 
is now.” 

The station says it is in negotiations with a 
host of events - including the Sugababes and 
James Morrison shows at the St Lawrence 
Ground in Canterbury next month - to use as 
high-profile platforms to promote the name 
change. 

And ‘Heart Angels’ will be taking to the 
streets to spread the word, as well as an exten¬ 
sive television and advertising campaign in 
the week of the change.

OVER the past few years there 
has been a distinct rise in the 
quality and availability of top- 
class homegrown vegetables, 
meat, fish and fruit. 

Farmers have raised their game in the face 
of stiff competition and pressure from super¬ 
market chains. For me, running three 
restaurants in Kent, it is vital that I receive 
the best food and it’s great to know that I can 
support local farmers and the local economy 
by buying local produce. 

It’s not just about buying local for the sake 
of it though. I need the best quality in my 
restaurants because that is what customers 
expect and, to be honest, I would not work 
with anything less. 

Locality is only a part of the equation 
though. The best, tastiest food is that which 
is being grown right now. Seasonality is the 
key to not only eating the best, but also 
diversifying our menus and diets. 

By eating food out of season, you are 
diminishing the experience. With spring well 
and truly here, now is the time when we are 
going to be seeing the very best produce, 


meats and fish. Spring is one of the county’s 
most colourful seasons, bringing richness in 
variety, taste and availability. 

It’s a time when we should be making the 
most of new season fruit, vegetables, meats 
and fish. The good thing about making the 
most of the plentiful availability of new sea¬ 
son produce is that prices are also keener - 
you’ll notice this reflected at the till. 

Seasonality and making meals from food 
in plentiful supply has, due to the advent of 
supermarkets stocking their shelves with 
processed food, become something of a lost 
way of eating. 

The impact this has had on local farming 
has meant we often sacrifice freshness and 
taste for accessibility. 

Convenience is one thing, but when items 
which we can grow seasonally - and often 
better and tastier - are shipped half way 
around the world after being picked days 
and sometimes weeks before, we have to 
begin to question if it really is the best way. 

This month, one of my favourite vegetables 
is in season and it is without doubt one of the 
most versatile and arguably best of English 
vegetables - asparagus. 


The season doesn’t last long, so let’s make 
the most of this great vegetable that is 
grown all over Kent. When purchasing 
asparagus, go for the medium-sized stems as 
they have had enough time to take on the 
flavour, but not too much time to be tough. 

Fresh asparagus can make the perfect 
accompaniment to any main course and 
works equally well with fresh fish or meat. 
The season also brings a fresh crop of new 
potatoes and in the next couple of weeks we 
have the arrival of spring lamb and Kentish 
crabs to look forward to. 

The dish I have prepared this week is 
warm poached salmon, Kentish asparagus 
and warm new potato salad. This is a quick 
and easy dish to prepare but guaranteed to 
treat your taste buds to a range of subtle and 
strong flavours, making the most of our local 
produce. 

All of the ingredients used in the recipe are 
available from the foodforkent.co.uk website. 



RICHARD'S RECIPE 

150g piece of Fresh Salmon Fillet (bones removed, skin 
left on) 

Cooking liquor for the salmon 

500ml water, 100ml Tenterden Chapel Down white wine, 

half a lemon juiced, 5 peppercorns, 8 parsley stalks 

4 Kentish asparagus spears (peeled and cooked, in boiling 
salted water) 

5 medium sized Jersey new potatoes 
Teaspoon chopped chives, fine 
Teaspoon chopped shallots, fine 
50g rocket salad (washed) 

5 yellow cherry tomatoes (cut in to halves) 

10 green beans, Cooked in boiling water 

Vinaigrette 
150ml of olive oil 
50ml of white wine vinegar 
25ml luke warm water 
Teaspoon of honey 
Teaspoon grain mustard 
Place the mustard and honey into a bowl, then whisk in 
the vinegar, then slowly add the olive oil, then finely add 
the water, season with salt and pepper 

• Bring to the boil the cooking liguor for the salmon. Place 
the salmon into the liquid and turn off the heat, leave to 
stand for 4-5min. Remove from the cooking liquid, 
remove skin and flake into nice chunky pieces. 

• Slice the cooked potatoes and mix with the chopped 
chives, shallots and a few drops of dressing (see recipe) 
season with salt and pepper, cover with cling film and 
keep warm. Mix the rocket leaves with the dressing just 
before serving 

• Place the warm potatoes into the centre of the plate, 
then place the green beans and tomatoes on top then the 
rocket leaves, then the warm flaked salmon, arrange the 
asparagus spears around and drizzle with the grain mus¬ 
tard and honey dressing. Enjoy!

Space cadets launch latest 
lessons in rocket science

STUDENTS from eight Maidstone 
schools have entered the next 
phase of an ongoing project to 
explore the weird and wonderful 
subject of science. 

The Growing Scientists project was first 
launched in October last year after industry 
bosses appealed for more interest in the 
subject. 

The eight schools taking part in the three- 
year project have already hosted a series of 
space camps and various themed weeks, 
including lessons in biology, magic of chem¬ 
istry and how to make bouncy custard balls. 

To mark the start of the next stage a 24ft 
rocket was launched from Sutton Valence 
School on Tuesday last week - the biggest 
rocket ever to be launched from a school site. 

The next phase will see the youngsters con¬ 
tinue to learn about the subject and discover 
the extremes of living in space during after¬ 
school sessions. 

Activities include designing their own mis¬ 
sions, communicating with mission control 
during a disaster, tasting some stellar snacks, 
building and programming a robot, and learn¬ 
ing about chemical rockets. 

The sessions will run at various schools until 
the Martian Mummies session, on June 23, 
when the youngsters will be asked to unlock 
the secrets of Martian soil while they discover 
which one of their crew has the plague of the 
Mars Mummy. 

The pupils will also be able to set up a live

video conference with the National Space 
Centre in Leicester. 

Events co-ordinator, Ian Wesson, said: “The 
Growing Scientists project has been evolving 
and is now in the next phase, which offers 
students a more specialised approach to space 
science. 

“I think it is a wonderful opportunity for 
students to really explore the science behind 
satellites and rockets, space stations and 
comets. 

“Space science is one of the best-kept secrets 
in the UK and as educators we have a duty 


to reveal it to the public.” 

Schools taking part in the Growing 
Scientists scheme are Maidstone Girls 
Grammar, Invicta Grammar, Maidstone 
Grammar, Sutton Valence, Maplesden Noakes, 
Astor of Hever, Oakwood Park Grammar and 
St Simon Stock. 

During the second year of the scheme stu¬ 
dents will take part in a CSI forensics day, 
followed by specialist lessons including foren¬ 
sic chemistry and DNA profiling. 

Activities for the third year are still being 
planned.

Dear Sir_I've found even 

more reasons to be miserable 


IT’S strange what people complain 
about, isn’t it? 

Here we are putting up with the worst reces¬ 
sion since money was invented, and now 
there’s the prospect of a swine flu pandemic. 

What next, a plague of frogs? A spate of 
incurable boils? 

With all the headlines blaring the latest 
Armageddon-causing catastrophe you could 
be forgiven for thinking ‘can things get any 
worse?’ 

But even when people may be having visions 
of a population stricken with swine flu sinking 
beneath a global-warming-induced flood as 
bailiffs repossess our cars, there is always 
someone who will actively seek out more 
things to get worked up about. 

For example, the latest set of figures from 
the Advertising Standards Agency reveals the 
adverts which attracted the most complaints 
over the last 12 months. Unfortunately, these 
were not complaints based on an advert’s like¬ 


lihood to annoy. Ocean Finance is safe for the 
moment, as are Barry Scott and the infuriat¬ 
ing person who penned the theme for Sheila’s 
Wheels, who deserves some kind of Clockwork 
Orange-style re-education programme. 

No, these were genuine complaints, the dull 
sort contained in letters which begin: ‘Dear 
Sir...’ These are the ‘genuinely offended’, or at 
least the people who feel they should be 
offended by something because someone else 
may be offended. 

This is a modem phenomenon; vicarious 
offence when the letter writer has failed to be 
offended enough themselves, so chooses to 
experience offence on behalf of other people. 

It’s easy to spot; just look for the phrase 
“because X might offend Y”. ‘Might’ not ‘has’, 
because really the vicarious offendee has no 
idea whether Y will be offended by X at all. 

While most of the moaning about these sec¬ 
ond-hand moral transgressions is the past¬ 
time of prudes and the excessively politically 
correct, it can also be an excuse for failing to 


confront or acknowledge important issues. 
Claiming offence is a coward’s way of closing 
down debate on an uncomfortable subject, a 
favoured tool of extremists or others with an 
agenda to promote. Worse still is claiming to 
be offended by unpleasant truths, simply as a 
means of pretending they don’t exist. 

The advert that garnered the most com¬ 
plaints was made on behalf of children’s char¬ 
ity Bamardo's, showing scenes of children 
being physically and emotionally abused. 

The writers told the Advertising Standards 
Agency they were “concerned about the 
scenes” which included beatings and drug 
abuse. If these people were genuinely con¬ 
cerned, wouldn’t it have made more sense to 
send a letter to Bamardo’s? 

Maybe even one with a cheque in it?

Jordan reveals its ancient secrets

WE are perched high above the 
valley in the magnificent Dana 
Nature Reserve, looking west 
across the vast Dana Valley 
towards the horizon where Jordan 
comes to an end. 

Jordan’s story is a complex one. Positioned at 
the crossroads of inter-continental trade 
routes, it has been an important conquest for 
many an ambitious empire. All the big hitters 
of the ancient world - Babylonians, Egyptians, 
Greeks, Romans, Persians and finally the 
British - ruled it at one time or another. 

Today, Jordan is an oasis of calm in a region 
racked by bitter dispute. It is encircled by 
instability, with Iraq on its north-east border, 
Israel and the Palestinian territories to the 
west and Syria in the north. 

Dana’s wonderful Rummana Campsite on 
the 76,000-acre reserve is home to about 600 
species of plants, 37 species of mammals and 
190 species of birds, and is the perfect place to 
discover the wilder side of Jordan. 

Arriving after a sumptuous lunch at the 
Dana Guesthouse, which included a mouth¬ 
watering selection of local cuisine and jaw- 
dropping views, I travelled with a small group 
to the campsite on a remote plateau with its 
cluster of sail-white tents surrounded by 
serene red mountains. 

Our host is Saleh, a Bedouin whose elo¬ 
quence is matched by his evident enchant¬ 
ment with the place where his family has lived 
for generations. 

He takes me on a short hike rich with obser¬ 
vations: which rock to climb for the best views; 
the onion-like plant favoured by local hedge- 


the dust. 

My next stop is another of Jordan’s myster¬ 
ies - the ancient city of Petra. 

Built by the industrious Nabatean people, 
this legendary city deep inside a narrow desert 
gorge once dominated the trading routes of 
ancient Arabia, sheltering caravans laden 
with Indian spices and African ivory. 

Walking through corridors of sheer rock tom 
open in a prehistoric earthquake, I am stmck 
by the otherworldliness of the place. 

A steep climb in the murderous heat is 
rewarded by the ethereal monastery, and a 
chilled drink at a mountain-top cafe. 

My bed for the night awaits amid the whis¬ 
pering mountains of Wadi Rum, in south-west 
Jordan. This is Lawrence of Arabia country: 
rugged, silent and awe-inspiring. 


After a few days’ camping in Jordan’s wild, 
arid interior, it is time to get my feet wet. 

Heading south, I don a snorkel to explore the 
Red Sea coral reef and potter around this 
colourful underwater garden for an afternoon, 
before coming up for a fish lunch. 

My final destination is water of a less hos¬ 
pitable kind. Circled by a glittering necklace of 
salt crystals, the Dead Sea is a cruel irony in a 
country with such water problems. Dense with 
salt, you cannot drink it or swim in it, and the 
only creatures able to live in it are two hardy 
species of bacteria. 

Walking in, your legs are pushed from under 
you and you bob about like a cork. 

Conflict may be more than a minor charac¬ 
ter in Jordan’s grand narrative, but its warm, 
sanguine people and extraordinary landscape 
are the real story.

cially since baby Levi came along. 

“I personally don’t choose to retreat or hide 
out,” he says.

I STUMBLED upon The Big Bang

Gloom hasn't lifted 
says builders' survey 

THE latest State of Trade Survey from 
the Federation of Master Builders 
makes for gloomy reading. 

It reports that a total of 73 per cent of 
small building firms have seen a decline 
in workloads. A further 66 per cent 
reported a decline for the commercial 
property sector in the first quarter of 
2009. Although morale was reported to 
be poor with builders' expectations at a 
low level, there was one note of cheer. 

In the non-residential public sector 
some 14 per cent of FMB builders saw 
their workloads increase. 

Richard Diment, director-general of 
the FMB, said: “Given the weak econom¬ 
ic outlook, the negative workload 
responses from FMB builders are hardly 
surprising as this general gloom sur¬ 
rounding the UK’s future economic 
prospects convinces many companies to 
put expansions, moves, and new office 
building on hold for the foreseeable 
future.” 

The survey indicated there may be a 
slowing in the rate of decline in private 
housing, public non-residential new 
build, and public non-residential repair 
and maintenance. 

Ways to help people up 
the property ladder 

WARD Homes has reported a strong 
sales performance in the first three 
months of the year, adding to hopes that 
the worst of the economic downturn has 
passed. 

The company has already sold 79 
homes in 2009. The company says its 
success is down to competitive prices 
and deals to suit all kinds of buyers. 

All but 10 homes have now been sold 
at Kings Hill, near West Mailing, and 
just seven homes remain in the current 
phase at Eden Village, Sittingboume. 

Throughout the region, properties are 
selling at a rate of nearly two per week. 

‘We have seen a strong performance 
in terms of the number of homes sold 
and visitors to our sites in the last few 
months as more and more people realise 
that now could be the time to buy,” said 
Tim Nabbs, sales director at Ward 
Homes. 

We have a number of ways to help our 
customers move up the property ladder. 

“If you’re a first time buyer you could 
move in for just 70 per cent of the price 
under the HomeBuy Direct scheme, 
which we operate in conjunction with 
the Government’s Homes and 
Communities Agency.” 



Housing market shows 
signs of revival for 
buyers but not sellers

BUYERS have been 
returning to the property 
market during the 
spring, according to a 
new survey. 

The National Association of 
Estate Agents has seen a small 
increase in house sales. 

This follows reports this week 
from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders and HM Revenue & 
Customs who said lending and 
agreed sales were on the up. 

However, the association has 
said the Chancellor Alistair 
Darling missed an opportunity to 
help the housing market in the 
Budget. 

Signs the market was bottom¬ 
ing out have been approached 
cautiously in recent weeks, with 
experts warning the housing mar¬ 
ket is still in a fragile state. 

However, the association 
research found the number of 
house hunters registering with 
estate agents was up 12 per cent, 
with the number of agreed sales 
per agent increased from eight to 
nine, from February to March. 

The average house price, how¬ 
ever, was 6.38 per cent lower than 
the actual asking price, although 
this appears to have drawn first¬ 
time buyers back into the market. 

Association member Richard 
Copus said: “The market has defi¬ 
nitely been showing signs of a 
revival in March. But like the 
weather, it is likely to be change¬ 
able and must be treated with 
caution.” 

Experts said the increased 
sales per agent were “the largest 
average figure for more than a 
year and a great source of opti¬ 
mism for the industry”, with the 
number of house hunters at their 
highest levels for a year, indicat¬ 
ing home buyer confidence was 
returning. However, the story for 
sellers was somewhat more pes¬ 


simistic, with the average number 
of properties on estate agents 
books falling from 74 in February 
to 67 in March. 

An association spokesman said: 
“This is a potentially worrying 
indicator, as it suggests that sell¬ 
ers are not confident of getting the 
best possible price for their prop¬ 
erty. 

“It is likely to reflect a view that 
the period of consistent house 
price falls is coming to an end - 
meaning those with property to 
sell feel it might better serve their 
interests to delay for a number of 
months and try to catch an 
upturn.” 

Lee Bramzell, chief executive of 
PropertyIndex.com, said: “Over 


recent months we have seen a 
steady trickle of positive news 
from across the housing industry, 
suggesting that buyers really are 
being tempted back into the mar¬ 
ket. 

“While we still have a long way 
to go before we return to strong 
house price growth I believe the 
tide is beginning to turn. 

“Many buyers now believe that 
the bottom of the market is 
approaching and as a result, they 
are starting to take action to 
ensure they don’t miss out.” 

The association earlier said Mr 
Darling should have done more to 
help first time buyers returning to 
the market, and that his exten¬ 
sion on the Stamp Duty threshold 


will do little to encourage them to 
buy their first home. 

Chris Brown, president said: 
“This is a token gesture that will 
be presented as a benefit to first¬ 
time buyers but is in reality irrel¬ 
evant to two thirds of them. 

“Our figures show that first¬ 
time buyers came back to the 
market in droves in January, 
making up 25 per cent of sales. 

“The figure has only dipped 
slightly since then and in March 
was 23 per cent. The Chancellor’s 
measures will do little to consoli¬ 
date that resurgence in interest. 

“If the number falls again next 
month then we will know that 
confidence is dropping in the 
wake of a botched Budget.”

HYUNDAI was seemingly so keen 
to deliver a pint-size recession-beat¬ 
ing eco champ last spring that it for¬ 
got something - a decent engine. 

The all-new ilO’s 1.1-litre debut petrol unit 
sidled towards 62mph in a glacial 15.6 seconds, 
protesting all the while: “I won’t be hurried.” 

It soured favourable first impressions, but the 
Korean marque put the record straight with a 
lightweight 1.2-litre replacement across the 
line-up last September. 

Dubbed the ‘Kappa’, it produces good power 
low down the rev range, squeezing more from 
each increasingly precious drop of fuel and with 
lower emissions and just £35/year road tax. 

It drives rather well too, with good response 
and refinement for this class and a more ‘real 
world’ 0-62mph in 12.8 seconds, better suited to 
cut and thrust urban driving and emerging from 
junctions. 

Balancing ride quality and chassis dynamics is 
always tough for small cars, but the ilO does well 
and the 1.2 engine has transformed motorway 
refinement. You even relish driving the ilO cross¬ 
country -1 can’t say that about many city cars.

It costs £1,100 more than poverty spec Classic, 
but you get alloys, heated front seats, a storage 
tray beneath the passenger seat, an electric sun¬ 
roof and rear spoiler. 

That’s on top of generous standard kit includ¬ 
ing air-con and front electric windows, plus some 
thoughtful design. 

The boot, for instance, is not only spacious for 
this class, but has two bins beneath the floor as 
well as a compartmentalised tray above the 
space saver spare wheel - plenty of stowage to 
capture those odds ‘n’ sods that accumulate. 

It is a motoring package a long way from the 
Hyundai of five years ago, yet still has the 
famous five-year warranty and value for money 
that kept the brand in the game while catching 
up with European carmakers.

Bowling coach wants 
full-time post at Kent 




EXPERIENCED bowling coach Geoff 
Arnold hopes he has done enough with 
Kent’s attack to be given a contract to 
work with the county’s pace bowlers for 
the whole summer. 

The former England fast bowler was 
released as Surrey’s bowling coach at the 
end of last season and joined Kent as a 
bowling consultant in pre-season.

Kent’s problems with extras last sea¬ 
son, particularly no-balls, is something 
Arnold has been working on trying to 
eradicate during pre-season. 

He said: “It is something we have been 
looking at, but I always believe it’s a self- 
discipline thing, you have got to hit a 
mark but some bowlers don’t do that and 
then wonder why they get hit for runs.”

Parnell leaves door open 
for St Lawrence return 


KENT’S new overseas fast bowler 
Wayne Parnell could return to the 
county after playing in the World 
Twenty20 with South Africa - but 
as a Kolpak player. 

The South African international is expected 
to be named in the Proteas’ side for the 
Twenty20 competition in England that begins 
on June 1, with his six-week contract at St 
Lawrence due to end on May 21. 

The World Twenty20 ends with the show¬ 
piece final at Lord’s on June 21 which, if agreed, 
would leave Parnell with a window to rejoin the 
county for the final three months of the season. 

The 19-year-old left-arm fast bowler, who took 
4-79 and scored a brisk 69 in Kent’s first 
innings in the County Championship against 
Essex, told this newspaper he would be happy 
to return to St Lawrence later in the summer. 

“I am supposed to leave on May 21 as I’m hop¬ 
ing to make the South Africa World T20 squad 
later on so it will give me a few days before that

starts,” he said. “After that I will reassess where 
I am. If I do well there is a possibility I will 
return, but we will have to see. It’s a good set¬ 
up at Kent with a good bunch of guys with a 
good mixture of young and experienced players 
so hopefully I can do well.” 

Kent’s chairman, George Kennedy, said that 
signing Parnell after the World Twenty20 is 
over was something the county are looking into. 

Although, Rob Key’s inclusion in the 
England’s squad for the competition means 
Kent may have to find an overseas opening 
batsman to fill in, but Kennedy hopes Parnell 
could return, potentially as a Kolpak player. 

“It’s certainly in the pipeline,” he said. “The 
only problem is if we bring in another overseas 
player once he has gone and we are looking into 
that for more than one reason. If he did come 


back it could be as a Kolpak player, but these 
things are becoming more complex. On the evi¬ 
dence of one game though, he is the kind of 
player we want at the club.” 

Having been watched by Kent’s exiled direc¬ 
tor of cricket, Graham Ford, Parnell was 
approached by the county with a proposition to 
join for an initial six-week stint. 

The young quick bowler, who made his One- 
Day International debut in Australia in 
January, jumped at the chance to play county 
cricket as a way of preparing for this summer’s 
Twenty20 tournament. 

He said: “During the third One-Day 
International against Australia in South 
Africa, the club contacted my agent. 

“He phoned me after the game to tell me Kent 
were interested because Stuart Clark had been 
re-called by the Aussies. With the World T20 
being in England it will hopefully give me expe¬ 
rience of bowling on these types of wickets. 

“I have got to get used to English conditions 
and the English ball.”

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Walter: Cut-backs have 
shattered us as a team

MAIDSTONE United may have 
easily avoided relegation this sea¬ 
son, but joint-manager Alan 
Walker believes this season was 
just as energy sapping as last 
year’s relegation fight. 

It has been a turbulent year for the club, who 
only secured their place in the division for 
2008/2009 with a 1-0 win at Folkestone 
Invicta the previous year. 

The campaign started very positively with 
talk of reaching the play-offs after signing 
players such as former Gillingham defender 
Ian Cox and strikers Meshach Nugent, James 
Pinnock and Lloyd Blackman. 

The Stones made a promising start and 
quickly found themselves firmly in the play-off 
positions. However, after a failed stadium 
grant bid to the Football Foundation to bring 
the club back to Maidstone, chairman Paul 
Bowden-Brown put the club up for sale. 

Maidstone were unable to compete with their 
impressive start as cut-backs were enforced, 
eventually seeing them finish 15th. 

Walker said: “Looking back on the season I 
think it was just as frantic as the last. There was 
never any danger of us getting relegated and on 
some occasions we flirted with the play-offs. 


‘When we were hit by the financial cut¬ 
backs and restraints it shattered us as a team 
and took a lot out of all the players. To be fair 
to the players we got on with the job and kept 
going right until the end of the season.” 

Despite a disappointing second half to the 
season, which saw the club record just three 
league wins since December, Walker believes 
there are positives to take from the campaign. 

He said: “Obviously the amount of young 
players, which we have fielded and have done 
well shows the future is bright. The younger 
players grabbed their opportunity and showed 
what they are capable of.” 


Walker and Hume were given a reduced 
budget for next season last month and work 
has already started. The management duo are 
yet to decide who they will release. 

Ebbsfleet United defender Peter Hawkins, 
who was on-loan at the Stones this season, 
remains a summer transfer target. However, 
Walker admitted he is unsure whether the for¬ 
mer Wimbledon defender will be able to drop 
down to semi-professional football for a whole 
season. He added: “We would really like to sign 
Peter but we will have to wait and see. Peter 
has always been a professional footballer so he 
will have to see if it is viable to play part-time.”
